We 
therefore welcome new trade connections, as well as 
increased favors from old customers: We beg to 
assure both old friends and new that our constant 
aim shall be to deserve your confidence by maintain- 
ing our present high standard of efficiency as to 
quality and service. 


Our old customers are well acquainted with our 
standards of quality and methods of doing business, 
but to our new and prospective customers we want to 
say that, since our firm was first organized it has been 
our one great ambition to promote the interests of 
Agriculture throughout the Northwest and to offer 
only such varieties of seeds as we know will do well 
and are best adapted to our climatic conditions. 


We have labored incessantly to help produce and 
offer to the trade improved varieties of seed grain, 
grass seeds and seed corn, and we do feel that these 
new varieties together with the general high standard 
of quality which we know is represented in every 
shipment which we make, have been in a large degree 
reflected in the present prosperous condition of the 
Northwest.

Samples.—We furnish samples of our seed grain 
and field seeds, free of charge, to prospective buyers 
on request. When orders are placed from samples 
please give us approximate date you received the 
sample; also stock number. 


The North Dakota Seed Law is one of the most 
strict of any in the United States, and as we are lo- 
cated here at Fargo under the very shadow of the 
State Control Seed Laboratories, our stocks are 
at all times subject to the most rigid inspection and 
it is our ambition that every shipment be of even 
higher quality than that preseribed by our State 
Pure Seed Law. 


No Warranty.— We exercise extreme care in the 
filling of all orders, but we give no warranty, ex- 
pressed or implied, as to quality, description, or pro- 
ductiveness, or any other matter of any seeds we send 
out, and will in no way be responsible for the crop. 


This non-warranty is similar to that used by all 
seed houses and we recommend that you test all seeds 
on arrival and if they do not meet your requirements 
return them at once at our expense and we will 
cheerfully refund your money 


Order Early.—As market conditions are very un- 
settled this season, and as fancy stocks are going to 
be hard to replace, we strongly recommend that our 
customers place their orders early, thereby taking 
advantage of the low prices which we present in this, 
the first issue of our 1916! price list.

HOME GROWN SEED CORN. 


This is a year when Corn Growers should be ex- 
tremely careful in selecting their seed, especially if 
they wish to secure a crop of matured ear corn next fall. 

On account of the unfavorable weather conditions 
the past summer and fall the Northern Grown corn 
erop did not reach its usual high state of maturity 
and we had extreme difficulty in procuring a supply 
of North Dakota grown seed which could be cured 
for seed purposes. 

We did succeed, however, in saving a few fields 
that we considered the very best produced in the 
State. Even the best of it carried an excess of 
moisture and had to be sorted with extreme care, 
which made a very heavy shrinkage, thus making 
the cost of producing the finished product much 
higher than usual. 

In addition to this our supply is limited and dealers 
all over the country know it, so in consequence large 
quantities of Southern Grown seed corn are being 
offered for sale in North Dakota and Montana this 
year, which were grown so far south that it cannot 
possibly mature here even in the most favorable 
season. 

Don’t be fooled by this Southern seed. It surely 
looks larger, plumper and brighter than the North 
Dakota grown seed saved from the past season’s crop 
but you know from your own observation that our 
North Dakota grown seed corn will produce a mature 
erop while the Southern grown seed will make only 
green fodder with a few soft ears. 

Grading.—The bulk of our Home Grown Seed 
Corn is grown by us on contract from seed of our 
own selection. 

All corn is first sorted at husking time, then a 
more careful selection is made when the ear corn 
goes to the driers and once again when on the way 
from the driers to the shellers. 

In order that the seed corn which is marketed n 
shelled condition will make an even sowing in the 
average corn planter, we find it advisable to again 
run the corn over a grader after shelling, thus elim- 
inating practically all small and irregularly shaped 
kernels which includes the major portion of the butts 
and tips. 

Testing.—All lots of seed corn are tested for 
germination even before the drying process com- 
mences and we continue these tests at stated inter- 
vals up to and including the time of delivery. 

Don’t Be Deceived by the claims of Southern and 
Eastern dealers that our.North Dakota corn is not 
fit for seed. 

We have worked on this problem now for 18 years 

and have demonstrated that our Home Grown Corn 
ean be dried artificially so that it makes seed of the 
strongest vitality every season.

We were extremely fortunate in being able to 
procure during the past summer a supply of very 
choice quality early maturing varieties of Central 
Minnesota Grown Seed Corn, from the 1914 crop. 


This corn has been very earefully selected and 
housed and shows a good strong germination. The 
varieties selected we believe, are the very earliest 
grown in Minnesota, and as there is an apparent 
shortage in North Dakota grown seed corn we are 
going to recommend this stock to our customers in 
Northern South Dakota and South Central North 
Dakota, but in recommending it to your use we want 
you to remember it must be planted early and given 
the very best of care during the coming season.
